The Telegraphic Report represents Daniel 


Webster as rejoicing with exceeding gr at 
joy, at the passage of the Texas bill, and the 
organization of New Mexico with no protec- 
tion against the encroachments of Slavery.— 
Letter writers, from the Capital, have boldly 
hinted that Texas scrip might be found in his 
pockets, and others, whose conversion to 
Southern principles has been so sudden, and 


s>o astounding. 


Daniel Webster, two years ago, claimed the 


Proviso as his thunder, and challenged the 
Free Soilers to show more devotion and stead- 
fastness to the leading principles of the Free 
Democracy, than he would. But so complete 
and humiliating has been his subserviency to 
the Slave Power, that Father Kichie, the 
Mississippi Hangman, and the whole effective 
body guard of Slavery—his old political ene- 
mies—have lauded him to the skies. His apos- 
tacy to Freedom and his treachery to his con- 
stituents have but oue parallel in American 
History. His only rival compeer in crime— 
his only competitor for aii inheritance of infa- 
my deep and damning as the curses of the 
World's Freemen can make it—sure and last- 
ing as the tread of coming generations—is 
Benedict Arnold! 


Arnold, oppressed with poverty and debt,

CITY ITEMS. 


MILWAUKEE AND MISSISSIPPI 


ROAD.— The ne-tv Locomotive WISCONSIN, 
intended for this road, was tried last evening. 
It worked like a charm. As soon as the steam 
was fairly up, she moved off like a waltz to 
good music, whistlirig like a plough boy going 
to market. 


This Locomotive is of the first class, from 


Norria' Iron Works, Schcnectady. Weight 
20 tons— double drivers, 5 feet in diameter- 
cylinder 14 inches — 2(J inch stroke, and, it is 
estimated, will draw four hundred tons weight 
over this road. 


Sixty rods of the track are laid, and the 


grading between here and Waukesha is com- 
pleted, lacking 130,000 cubic yards. 


This will be a superior road, for tlie ties 


are uncommonly large, and the road will be 
ballasted throughout the entire length, one and 
half to two feet with the best of gravel. It is 
calculated that the cars will run thirty miles 
an hour with ease, and that immediately. The 
average speed on the Chicago road is but ten 
miles an hour, owing to its weak construction, 
and flat bar track. For the information abou t 
our own road, we are indebted to Mr. VLIET, 
the accomplished resident engineer.
